Treat it 
just as you would printing paper from 
this point on. Keep it from the light un¬ 
til you are ready to use it and put it in 
the frame with the negative* as usual. 

It is well to experiment first upon a 
waste piece of goods. The printing should 
he continued until the shadows are quite 
brown and- until the details Of the high 
lights snow. The print, sihould then be 
placed in running water for at least ten 
minutes- to remove' the yellow stain. 

.The print is to be toned and fixed’ in 
the usual manner, after which the piece 
of linen may be wakhdd. any nutober of 
times, in the ordinary way without af¬ 
fecting the permanency of the picture. 

This satoe preparation may be applied 
to paper and used on stationery Or toenu 
cards. 

Full directions' for the use of sensitol 
may be had with the preparation from 
your dealer. It will be well to ask for 
these directions, as they are. more ex- 
plicit than those* given above and explain 
how to overcome possible difficulties 
which may arise with the use of fabrics.

When calling on a convalescent, wear 
some simple gown, not black, and a hat 1 
without plumes.

The .Experience of a Former Bethel Lady 
Told By Herself. 


A RAINY DAY GAME. 


U'here Is Lots of Fun In Playing «A 
CnTKO, of Syrian Wheat.” 

’A funny game is called “A Cargo of 
Syrian Wheat,” All the company sit 
around the room just as they happen 
4o be. The leader comes in with a plate 
on which is a pile of little cards. On 
fialf of them is written “wheat.” On 
the others is written “rice.” The lead 
<8r starts at the right side of the room 
and gives each person a ticket* at the 
same time saying: 

“I haye two ships which have just 
arrived. One comes from Syria with a 
Scad of wheat. The other one comes 
irom Egypt with a load of rice. Pray 
take a sample and try if it will make 
good bread and good piloff,” 

When the tickets are all given out, 
the leader says: 

“All who have samples of wheat will 
bold up their right hands.” 

They do this, Then he says: 

“All who have samples of rice will 
bold down their left hands.” 

They do this, Then he says:, 

“Those who have wheat samples 
must change places so as to sit beside 
those with rice. Yon can choose your 
©wn partners.” 

This causes much ■ eonfusion for a 
time, as each has probably a choice as 
Co whom the partner should be. After 
they all get paired oil there are nearly 
always two or three left over, all hold¬ 
ing rice samples or wheat. These take 
seats together as surplus women. Then 
When quiet is restored the leader says: 

“Now you have all received samples 
<of the wheat and of the rice. You are 
to judge soberly and gravely of its mer¬ 
its. It is an important thing. Each 
must taste his own sample and that of 
bis partner. No one is to let go of his 
©wn sample nor eat all that of his 
neighbor, and above all no one must 
laugh. Whoever does must pay a for¬ 
feit, which goes to compensate the sur-' 
plus women for their superfluous 
solves. Now!” 

Then each one gravely looks at his 
grain of wheat or rice (ticket) and then 
offers it to his or her partner, all the 
While holding the right hand up for 
wheat and the one with the rice hold¬ 
ing the left one down stiffly. The part¬ 
ners gravely pretend to nibble and 
taste the offering and sign approval or 
•disapproval, but no one must laugh. 
The whole performance is too funny 
tor any one to be able to keep a 
straight face, and the result is that 
the surplus women get a lapful of for¬ 
feits. The wheat tickets are given to 
the men in some cases and the rice to 
the women, but it is perhaps better to 
band them out haphazard, as that way 
there is more fun in it. Boys get both 
wheat and rice and therefore must of¬ 
ten sit and' solemnly feed each other. 

They are at liberty to make remarks 
■calculated to make others laugh, and 
■sometimes; they succeed. One boy ask¬ 
ed another: 

“Whose ’ittle birdie is ’oo?” 

“W’y, ’oos ’ittle birdie,” set every¬ 
body to laughing, including the owner 
of the two cargoes.

Behring Sea, Sunday, 10 a, m.— 
Well, all is well! We changed 
our course last evening, and got 
out of the ice about 9 o’clock. The 
water was smooth as glass. The 
engines were not working when 
went to sleep, but this morniug we 
are going at a good rate of speed. 
About seven o’clock this morning 
we found ice ahead, so our course 
was changed to west, and,we are 
now going due west again. There 
is a big field of ice at our right- 
that looks thicker than any we 
have seen before. We are just 
working west and looking for an 
opening to get through. You see 
we went west until Thursday, then 
we started north and went through 
Uuamaok pass, a passage through 
the Aleutian Islands. We contin¬ 
ued north until we came to the ice, 
and now we are just cruisiug about, 
looking for a clear channel to get 
through. If we do not find it to¬ 
day, we are likely to go back to 
Dutch Harbor, a place on the north 
side of the Aleutian Islands, west 
of the pass. If we go there, we 
are booked for another week. We 
have made excellent time, so far, 
and could be in Nome Tuesday 
morning, if it were not for the ice. 
I am not at all concerned now that 
I am feeling well. Am very com¬ 
fortable and enjoying the trip very 
much. 

There are several old men on the 
boat. I suppose they must be go¬ 
ing up to see what the “boys are 
doing.” There is a party of New 
Yorkers, a party from Boston, an¬ 
other from Chicago, and there is 
an old lady with her daughter and 
granddaughter, from Texas, going 
up to spend the summer with her 
sons who have been up there sever¬ 
al seasons. She is quite amusing, 
as she is one of the sort that is' 
always abused. She has the worst 
waiter at table and has to fight to 
get anything she wants. There is 
another party, from Dakota, that 
is quite interesting when we dre 
short of amusement, It consists 
of an old man and his wife, two 
daughters, a son, and several other 
people, connected with them. The 
old man and Woman get up at four 
o’clock every morning, aud chase 
around the deck for about three 
hours, just as fast as they can 
tramp. The old lady is quite stout 
and she wears a yellow-brown 
dress, a gray shawl, a cape over 
the shawl, and_tben she has a pair 
of mittens made of homespun yarn 
colored to match her dress, and 
she wears a white cloud \vound 
around her head. They all sit at 
the same table and begin at the 
head of the bill 6f fare and take 
everything there is on it, and they 
do not forget to kick at each meal. 
We are just passing some islands, 
just went and looked at them. 
They are long, low islands, and 
many seals are caught there. The 
seals go up on these low islands to 
breed and ar'e caught there in large 
numbers. They are killed with 
spears or clubs, as there is a heavy 
fine for shooting them. We have 
seen seals and whales and walrus¬ 
es and no end of wild birds since 
we reached Behring sea. There 
are some small brown birds that 
lighted on the Ship as we came 
through the pass, and have been 
with us ever since.' They fly 
awhile and then rido awhile. The 
names of the islands mentioned 
are St. George and St. Charles. 

Monday, 10:30, June 10.—Anoth¬ 
er twenty-four hours gone. We 
have been cruising since yesterday, 
yet we have gained quite a litile. 
We have gone so far west, that 
they say we must be near the 
coast of Siberia. New and then we 
get a chance to go north a bit. Our 
proper course, now,, should be east 
of north, but we have not been 
able to get east as the ice keeps us 
back. We passed a boat yester¬ 
day afternoon. Our captain hail¬ 
ed bet and was informed that the 
ice was bad, and that we could not 
get Into Nome for two weeks. He 
then decided to find out for him¬ 
self, however, and is jiist hunting 
for a way through. Just now 1 we 
are going through quite a field of 
!6e* but not as heavy as We went 
into Saturday—smaller piece 3 . It 
Is very cold to*day, and I have hot 


to keep very comfortably, here in 
social hall. There is such a babel 
of voices, and so much confusjpn 
that I can’t write much. 

Monday, 4 p. m.-We are still 
ice-bound. The ice get3 heavier; 
it is nearly solid on three sides of 
us. We just push along and look 
for an opening, but am afraid we 
will not find it very soon. I am in 
no hurry, myself, but most of the 
passengers are. We have just pass¬ 
ed a four-masted schooner, but 
did not hall her. The atmosphere 
up here makes me think of the 
State of Maine. I have just been 
outside looking at the ice and the 
schooner till my feet are nearly 
frozen. 

Tuesday, June 11.—The situation 
is unchanged ; we are still looking 
for a break in the ice to' let us 
through. We simply, keep proper 
distance from the ice, and keep 
moving first one way and then an¬ 
other., It is becoming rather tire¬ 
some, but we are liable to get lots 
more of it. 

Wednesday, June 12.—We start¬ 
ed southeast, yesterday afternoon, 
and are still going in that direction

To-day has been quite mild. Last 
night we had a little rough sea, 
and f was seasick and was obliged 
to go to bed, but am belter to-day.

We have now started north again. 
As we could not get through on the 
west side of the ice, we are trying 
it on the east side. The ice has 
blown away from the shore quite 
a good deal since we came through 
the pass, and we are hoping to get 
through, but it is not at all sure 
that we can( The sun is shining, 
and there is no fog, but the air is 
very sharp. 

1 o’clock p. m.—Well, we are in 
the ice again, but it is very scat* 
lered and broken, aod we are slow- 
ly ploughing through it, We art 
surrounded.., by it,' but it is not 
heavy .anj ^e, may geY through. 

>" Friday,.'June 14.—We are not 
getting ahead much. The ice was, 
quite heavy when we went to bed 
at eleven o’clock, but I went to 
sleep and never woke until six 
o’clock. On getting out, I learned 
we had been in a very tight place 
from 12:30 to 2 o’clock. Most.of 
the men, and some of the women, 
got up and dressed and paced the 
deck, quite frightened. We lay 
alongside a big iceberg for.anjhortr 
and there was not room enough to 
turn or get away, but at Jlast we 
Worked away from it. I was told 
that we struck the ice several

Flowers that are made up In this way 
Of lots of little flowers are called “com 
pound” flowers. Ask mother to tell 
you just what “compound” means if 
you don’t understand. The dandelion 
shuts up tight on a wet or cloudy day, 
but directly the sun comes it spreads 
its rays wide open and looks like a bit 
of sunshine itself. Indeed, the dande¬ 
lion has been called the “sunflower of 
spring.” The dandelion grows white 
headed when it has done flowering, for 
its seeds have the prettiest white feath¬ 
ers, so that when they are ripe the 
wind carries them far away to a place 
where perhaps there were no dande¬ 
lions before. 

All' children know the white head 
dandelions os dandelion clocks and 
blow the seeds to see what time it is. 

The dandelion clock is a weather 
glass, too, “for if the down flieth off a 
dandelion when there is no wind it is 
a sure sign of rain.” • 

,The leaves of the dandelion have 
great big notches in them and ar,e used 
to make salads. The roots are roasted 
and ground and made into medicine, so 
you see it is a very useful plant. 

The stalk is quite hollow, like a tube, 
and filled,-with a white milk juice. 

The daisy is a cousin of the dande¬ 
lion. All the pretty yellow center is 
made up of tiny flowers, and each ot 
the petals is also a flower, so a daisy 
is made up of two kinds of flowers in¬ 
stead of one. 

The name daisy means eye of day, 
and, like the dandelion, it grows and 
thrives when few other plants do and 
grows veiy quickly. 

If the lawn is mown and all the little 
daisy heads cut off, next day or the 
next the grass is quite white with them 
again.
